and are in a position to certify as to the quality of their work. They will further 
have to give an undertaking that they will comply with the Fair Wages Resolution 
of the House of Commons. 

Attention is called to the following resolution passed by both Houses of Parliament 
on February 16, 1926 :-— 

“‘ That, in the opinion of this House, it is the duty of the Government in 
all Government contracts to make provision for the employment to the fullest 
possible extent of disabled ex-service men, and to this end to confine such 
contracts, save in exceptional circumstances, to employers enrolled on the 
King’s National Roll.” 

SALES.-—From time to time the Department has for sale surplus Army stores 
of various descriptions, among which may be mentioned Machinery, Scrap metals, 
Hutting, Motor vehicles and spare parts, Medical and dental stores, Veterinary 
stores, Optical and scientific instruments, Electrical and wireless stores, Clothing, 
Boots, Textile goods, Explosives and chemicals (including drugs, ammonium nitrate, 
sodium picrate and cordite).

In continuance of the series of annual reviews 
begun in 1921 the more important Customs Tariff 
changes made last year throughout the world are 
briefly recapitulated. Pending changes are also 
indicated. 


Foreign Exchange Movements in 1932 (Page 9) 
Rates quoted for the pound sterling on Decem- 
ber 31 in New York and the European countries on 
the gold standard for which figures are shown in the 
table provided were less favourable to the pound than 
those recorded at the end of any month of 1932 
except October and November. 


United Kingdom’s Share of Indian Imports (Page 11) 
A Report on India’s Trade Balance and Imports 
during the first half of the fiscal year 1932-33 shows 
an increase to 35°8 per cent. of imports from all 
sources from 33:8 per cent. of the total in the first 
six of the preceding twelve months.

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A brief review is given below of the more important 
Tariff changes made during 1932, with references to 
such further changes as are known to be in contem- 
plation. This review continues the series started in 
1921. 

The most noticeable Tariff changes are those which 
have taken place in the British Commonwealth of 
Nations. The new fiscal policy of the United King- 
dom was placed on a permanent basis by the introduc- 
tion of the general 10 per cent. ad valorem duty on 
foreign goods at the beginning of March, and in later 
months the process of building up the new Tariff system 
was continued by the issue of various orders on the 
recommendation of the Import Duties Advisory Com- 
mittee. Preference to Empire goods is, of course, an 
integral part of the Tariff system; and the Tariff 
changes in the overseas parts of the Empire have for 
the most part represented the introduction or develop- 
ment of imperial preferences. Most of these changes, 
which followed the Imperial Economic Conference held 
at Ottawa in July and August, came into force in 
October or later months. The changes were most ex- 
tensive in Australia, Canada and India (in India 
imperial preference as such has been introduced for the 
first time); but in most other parts of the Empire 
measures have also been taken for the extension of 
imperial preference. The special case of the economic 
relations between the United Kingdom and the Irish 
Free State is a notable exception to the general trend 
of inter-imperial relations. 

In foreign countries Tariff changes as such have been 
of less importance. Generally speaking, the develop- 
ment of exchange control regulations in Europe and 














THE REVISION OF CUSTOMS TARIFFS 
CHANGES MADE AND PENDING 


Latin America, and of import restriction systems, 
mostly in Europe, have been more important than 
actual changes in Customs duties. More than half 
the countries of Europe are now operating systems, of 
varying extent, for the control of imports, the list of 
countries in which this system is in force including 
Austria, Belgium, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, Estonia, 
France, Greece, Hungary, Italy (though the Italian 
import restrictions do not apply to United Kingdom 
trade), Latvia, Netherlands, Poland, Roumania, Swit- 
zerland and Turkey. So far as Tariff duties are con- 
cerned, a general percentage increase has been imposed 
in certain countries, such as Belgium, Norway, Por- 
tugal, Japan and the Netherland East Indies. In some 
countries, such as Sweden and Chile, the increased 
duties have been confined to goods regarded as being of 
an unnecessary or luxury character. No clear indica- 
tion can be given as to probable Tariff developments 
in the present year, though it may be noted that Brazil 
and Poland have published particulars of new Tariffs 
expected to come into force this year, and general Tariff 
revision is under consideration in Estonia. 


BRITISH EMPIRE (INCLUDING MANDATED 
TERRITORIES) 


UNITED KinGpom.—At the beginning of 1932 various 
heavy duties were in force under the Abnormal Impor- 
tations (Customs Duties) Act of 1931, and in January 
and following months duties were imposed on various 
horticultural products under the Horticultural Products 
(Emergency Customs Duties) Act, 1931. On February

29, the Royal Assent was given to the Import Duties 
Act, 1932, and as from March 1 all foreign goods, 
except those defined in the free list appended to the Act 
became subject to a duty of 10 per cent. ad valorem. 
Under the Act, the general 10 per cent. duty, and any 
additional duty imposed under the Act, does not apply 
to goods of Colonial origin, and goods from the 
Dominions, India and Southern Rhodesia, were, by 
the Act, exempted from the general 10 per cent., and 
from any additional duty, until November 15, 1932. 
The first Treasury Order issued, under the Act, as the 
result of recommendations of the Import Duties 
Advisory Committee, was dated April 19, and imposed 
additional duties varying from 5 to 234 per cent. ad 
valorem on specified classes of foreign goods, the 
‘Abnormal ’’ duties previously in force on certain 
goods being simultaneously revoked. Subsequent 
Treasury Orders imposing or varying additional duties 
were issued on June 8, July 1, July 25, August 8, 
September 1, October 19, October 25, and Novem- 
ber 29. Orders exempting various goods from duty 
were issued on June 14, July 12, August 26, Septem- 
ber 30, and December 22 and 29. 


Provision for the payment of drawback on the export 
of certain goods was made in an Order of September 1. 


The Finance Act, 1932, modified the duties on 
sugar, etec., and sugar goods, as from July 1. Under 
the Ottawa Agreements Act (passed on November 15) 
the exemption accorded by the Import Duties Act to 
goods from the Dominions, India and Southern 
Rhodesia was continued in force, and duties were im- 
posed (or increased) on various classes of goods of 
foreign origin, as from November 17, and on certain 
other goods as from January 1, 1933. The importation 
of frozen mutton and lamb and frozen and chilled beef 
from foreign countries becomes subject to licence, as 
from January 1, 1933, by Order issued under the 
Ottawa Agreements Act. Under the Irish Free State 
(Special Duties) Act, 1932, goods of Irish Free State 
origin became subject on November 15 to the general 
1) per cent. ad valorem duty and to additional duties 
imposed on foreign goods under the Import Duties Act 
(but not to the duties imposed under the Ottawa Agree- 
ments Act); and special duties of 30 or 40 per cent. 
ad valorem -were imposed on animals, dairy products, 
poultry, meat, ete., from the Free State. 


AusTRALIA.—A number of Tariff changes, mostly 
reductions, were made at the end of February 
(frequently with an increase in the British preference), 
when certain of the special duties and import prohibi- 
tions which had been in force since April, 1980, were 
removed. A few other Tariff changes were made in 
May, when more of the special duties and import pro- 
hibitions were removed. Further import restrictions 
were removed in August. Some Tariff changes, again 
mostly reductions, were made in September, some 
classes of textiles being included in this measure, At 
the same time the primage duty and sales tax on 
various goods was withdrawn. 


Very extensive Tariff alterations were made in the 
middle of October, these amendments constituting part 
of the action to be taken by the Commonwealth Gov- 
ernment to implement the Trade Agreement concluded 
at the Ottawa Conference. The preference enjoyed by 
British over foreign goods was appreciably increased by 
this measure, this increase of preference being in a 
few cases accompanied by reductions in the rates of 
duty leviable on British goods. 


CanapA.—The chief Tariff alterations made during 
the year were those introduced in October in order to 
implement the Canada-United Kingdom Trade Agree- 
ment signed at Ottawa. The alterations covered a large 
number of Tariff items, and represented in some cases 
increases in the margin between the British Preferen- 
tial and Intermediate and/or General Tariff rates, and 
in others definite reductions of the British Preferential

Tariff rates. At the same time, various Tariff changes 
were made to provide for preferences to Colonial, etc., 
goods, as agreed at the Ottawa Conference. 


A Tariff Agreement between Canada and New 
Zealand, signed in April, came into force in May. A 
month later the Franco-Canadian Agreement, which 
had been denounced earlier in the year, terminated, 
with the result that goods from foreign countries enjoy- 
ing most-favoured-nation treatment in Canada became 
subject in all cases to Intermediate Tariff rates, the 
special (lower) treaty rates disappearing from the 
Tariff, and French goods became subject to the General 
Tariff rates. As the result of a provisional three 
months’ Agreement with Germany, German goods, 
which were formerly subject to the General Tariff rates, 
receive Intermediate Tariff treatment as from January 


1, 1933. 


Under the Budget Resolutions of April, the Sales Tax 
on imported goods was increased from 4 to 6 per cent. 
ad valorem and the special Excise Tax on imported 
goods was increased from 1 to 3 per cent. of the duty- 
paid value. 


In the earlier part of the year several Orders-in- 
Council were issued under Section 43 of the Customs 
Act fixing values to be regarded as “ fair market 
values ’’’ for the assessment of Customs duty on 
specified goods. An Act was, however, passed in 
November under which Section 43 is no longer applic: 
able in the case of goods entitled to entry under the 
British Preferential Tariff or any lower Tariff. 


Ir1tsH Free Stare.—The year 1932 has seen very 
extensive alterations in the Tariff system of the Irish 
Free State. Various Orders have been issued (mainly 
in the earlier part of the year) imposing or increasing 
duties under the Customs Duties (Provisional Imposi- 
tion) Act, 1931, preferences being accorded in most 
cases (but not in all) to goods of Empire origin. A 
further series of Tariff changes, involving the imposition 
or increases of Customs duties, was made by Financial 
Resolutions introduced in May, October and November, 
preference to Empire goods being given in the majority 
of cases. In July the Emergency Imposition of Duties 
Act, 1932, was passed, giving wide powers to the 
Executive in tariff and similar matters, and various 
Orders have been issued under this Act imposing or 
increasing import duties, one of the Orders (of July) 
providing for the levy of special additional duties on 
specified goods (including coal, iron and steel) imported 
into the Free State directly or indirectly from the 
United Kingdom. Under the latest Order (which took 
effect from December 24) certain United Kingdom goods 
(including boots and shoes, certain clothing, and cer- 
tain iron and steel articles) lose the benefit of the pre- 
ferential rates they formerly enjoyed. 


Since November, export bounties have been payable 
on certain kinds of Free State goods, subjected to duty 
in the United Kingdom under the Irish Free State 
(Special Duties) Act, 1932, on export to the United 
Kingdom. 


New ZEALAND.—A few Tariff changes came into 
force on March 1. In October certain Tariff amend- 
ments were made to implement the Agreement con- 
cluded at the Ottawa Conference, including (a) the 
withdrawal of the surtax (general nine-fortieths) of the 
Customs duties so far as concerns duties on goods 
from the United Kingdom and certain other Empire 
countries; (b) a few reductions of duties (on con- 
fectionery, apparel and certain clothing, and silk and 
artificial-silk piece-goods), both under the British Pre- 
ferential and General Tariff; and (c) an increased pre- 
ference on the duties on certain’ goods of Colonial 


origin. 


The Trade Agreement with Canada, giving each 
Dominion more favourable treatment in the other than 
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that which bad hitherto been in force, was signed in 
April, and came into force the following month. 


Union or Sourn Arrica.—A few Tariff increases 
were effected in March, when a special surtax of 74 per 
cent. ad valorem (in addition to the 6 per cent. 
primage duty imposed in 1931) was imposed on most 
classes of imported goods. Im October various Tariff 
changes were made in pursuance of the Agreement 
concluded at the Ottawa Conference. By these 
changes an increased margin of preference was 
accorded to certain United Kingdom goods over similar 
foreign goods, the increase of preference being given in 
practically all cases by increasing the duties on foreign 
goods. The list of goods subject to ‘‘ exchange 
dumping ’’ duty was added to, or amended, in Feb- 
ruary, May, August and November. An ordinary 
dumping duty was imposed on rubber soles and heels 
of United Kingdom manufacture. Regulations regard- 
ing the export subsidies in primary products (paid 
from the proceeds of the 5 per cent. primage duty im- 
posed in 1931) were issued late in December, 1931, 
and the list of goods to enjoy the bounty was some- 
what extended in January, 1932. 


Inp1a.—A few Tariff changes were made in the early 
part of the year, and in July, following a special Tariff 
Board inquiry, increased duties (to remain im force 
until the end of March, 1933) were imposed on cotton 
goods of non-British manufacture. Very extensive 
Tariff changes came into force on January 1, 1933, 
under an Act passed to give effect to the Agreement 
concluded at the Ottawa Confererze. The general 
effect of the measure is to give a preference to United 
Kingdom over foreign goods of the kinds covered, this 
preference being given by a reduction of the duty on 
United Kingdom goods, or an increase of the duty on 
foreign goods, or a combination of both. For some 
goods the United Kingdom preference is shared by the 
Colonies, and in other cases only Colonial goods enjoy 
the preference. 


NEWFOUNDLAND.—Various increases of duty were 
enforced in March, when the general tax on imports 
(additional to the Customs duties) was increased from 
5 to 74 per cent. ad valorem. The Tariff changes fore- 
shadowed by the Agreement concluded at the Ottawa 
Conference have not yet been brought into force. 


SOUTHERN RuopeEsia.—A number of Tariff changes, 
involving increases of duties but also, for the most 
part, increased preference for British goods, were made 
in May. As a result of the Agreement concluded at 
the Ottawa Conference, a few further Tariff changes 
were made, under which the margin of preference 
accorded to United Kingdom over foreign goods was 
increased, this being in general effected by an increase 
of the duties on foreign goods. 


NoRTHERN Ruopesia.—Tariff changes were made in 
October on the same lines as those made in Southern 
Rhodesia in May. In October also Tariff changes were 
made to give or increase the preference to certain 
United Kingdom (and other Empire) goods over foreign 
goods. 


Cyprus.—A few changes (increases) were made in 
September, affecting, inter alia, footwear, soap and 
tobacco, and in November the ‘‘ preferential ’’ rates 
of duty on butter, cheese, timber and tinned fish were 
reduced. ; 


Mataya.—In the Federated Malay States some 
Tariff changes were made in May, preference being 
granted, for certain goods, to the United Kingdom and 
certain parts of the Empire. This was extended some- 
what in June; and in October some further Tariff 
changes were made, the preference now being extended 
to further parts of the Empire and applied to several 
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very important trades, such as textiles, apparel, tyres 
and leather. Similar preferential treatment is now 
given also in other Malay States (e.g., Johore). 


PaLESTINE.—Several changes have been made in the 
course of the year, including reductions in the duties 
on tyres, a recasting of the Tariff provisions affecting 
boots and shoes, alterations of the duties on leather 
and hosiery, and increased duties on silk and artificial 
silk goods. 


Mauvritius.—In October an Ordinance was issued 
validating certain earlier Tariff charges and amending 
and consolidating the Tariff. For a number of im. 
portant classes of goods increased margins of Tariff pre- 
ferences were granted, and for certain other goods pre- 
ference was accorded for the first time. Preference is 
at present only granted to goods of United Kingdom 
and Canadian origin. 


CryLon.—In February duties were imposed on 
certain goods which had formerly been admitted duty 
free, and the duties on many other classes of goods 
were increased. The duty on cotton piece-goods was 
increased from 54 to 10 per cent. ad valorem; that on 
machinery from 24 to 15 per cent.; and the duty on 
articles not specified in the Tariff from 10 to 15 per 
cent. ad valorem. The export duty on tea and cocoa 
was reduced in April. 


British West Inpies.—In Jamaica a package tax 
was imposed on imported goods in April and in 
November increased preference was granted to specified 
classes of British goods. An increase of preference 
was also granted in other West Indian Colonies, in- 
cluding the Virgin Islands, the Windward and Leeward 
Islands, Trinidad and British Honduras, motor vehicles 
and tyres, hardware and apparel being among the 
articles affected. In some Colonies increases of duty 
have been made for revenue purposes, examples being 
the surtax imposed in British Honduras, Grenada, St. 
Christopher, etc., and increases of duties on various 
goods in Trinidad and British Honduras. Imperial 
preference was introduced in the Turks and Caicos 
Islands in March. 


West Arrican CoLonrEs.—Imperial preference was 
introduced in Sierra Leone in April, and in Gambia in 
June, the preference resulting in most instances from 
an increase of the duties on foreign goods, those on 
British goods remaining unchanged. Some Tariff 
changes were made in the Gold Coast in March, where 
the duty on cotton goods was reduced from 15 to 123 
per cent. ad valorem, and the duty on all other goods 
formerly taxed at 15 per cent. was increased to 20 per 
cent. The duties on spirits, etc., in Nigeria were 
increased in February. 


SEYCHELLES.—Imperial preference was introduced 
in July. 


EKUROPE 


*Austria.—Only relatively few and unimportant 
Tariff changes were made. They were, however, mostly 
in the direction of increased duties, and in some cases 
a revision of certain provisions of commercial treaties 
was necessary before the increased duty could be im- 
posed. The lapse of the 1931 Treaty with Hungary, in 
July, 1932, led to the cancellation of several ‘‘ conven- 
tional *’ duties. A system of import restrictions was 
introduced in April, and extended in July and August. 


Brieium.—In February the duties on certain cotton 
tissues were increased by 50 per cent. and in March 
an addition of 15 per cent. was made to Customs 
duties, excise duties, special consumption duties, and 
an addition of 10 per cent. to the sales and luxury 











* In. these countries measures for the control of foreign 
exchange are in force. 
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taxes. Apart from this general increase, which was 
applied to practically all goods not subject to the pro- 
visions of commercial treaties, increases were made in 
the Customs duties on certain goods, including wool 
tissues, coffee, heavy mineral oils, fermented 
beverages (beer, mead, etc.), animals and frozen meat. 
Further alterations of duties made in December affect 
alcoholic beverages, coffee, light and medium mineral 
oils and unmanufactured tobacco. It is expected 
that the Customs duties on motor vehicles will 
shortly be revised, as a result of a pending Franco- 
Belgian agreement. The system of import control by 
licence was extended to leather footwear, silk hosiery, 
motor cars, industrial felts, fish and certain agricul- 
tural products. 

In the Belgian Congo a general 10 per cent. increase 
of Customs duties came into force early in the year. 


*CZECHOSLOVAKIA.—Only a few Tariff changes were 
made in the course of the year, but in June the turn- 
over tax (which had recently been increased on trans- 
actions within the Republic) was applied to import 
transactions. In January a system of import 
restrictions operated by means of exchange certificates 
was introduced, importers of goods brought under the 
system being required to produce documents showing 
that the National Bank had authorised the release of 
exchange in payment before the goods could be cleared. 
The scope of this system was extended in following 
months, and in August all goods were brought under 
the control except such as figured on the free list then 


published. 


*DENMARK.-—A few increases of Customs duties were 
made in June for revenue purposes, and a further series 
of increases of duties on luxury goods or goods which 
could be produced in Denmark was made in October. 
Provision was, however, made, in the October mea- 
sure, for the exemption from the increased duty of 
certain classes of goods to be shipped, before a certain 
date, under orders taken at the Anglo-Danish Trade 
Exhibition, and this exemption has been extended to 
other classes of goods by a measure just passed. 


In January an Act was passed for the defence of the 
Vanish currency, and under this Act the importation of 
practically ali goods was made subject to import licens- 
ing. This measure has been continued in force, and the 
present system is to remain in operation until the end 
of 1933. One clause of the most recent Act is that no 
importer shall have his imports of any particular class 
of goods restricted to less than 45 per cent. of the 
amount (in Danish kronor) of the same kind of goods 
imported by him in 1931. 


*Estonta.—-The import licensing system which had 
been started in 1931 was rapidly extended in scope 
during the first part of last year, but in June it was 
somewhat relaxed, most of the goods exempted from 
import-licence requirement being, however, made sub- 
ject to increased Customs import duties. 


FinLanp.—A fair number of increases, affecting inter 
alia wool piece-goods and clothing, were made by the 
1932 Tariff, some of these having been enforced in 
November, 1981. Various other Tariff changes were 
made in February and April (including the doubling of 
the duty on salt herrings), and in October certain fur- 
ther increases were enforced in advance of the introduc- 
tion of the full 1933 Tariff. 


FrancE.—Some minor Tariff changes (mostly in- 
creases) were made during the year under review, 
including those on rubber footwear and elastic wares. 
In April, the import tax (connected with the internal 
“ turnover ’’ tax) was increased from 2 per cent. of the 
duty paid value to 4 per cent. for semi-manufactured 
goods and to 6 per cent. for manufactured goods. t 
Various goods were, in the course of the year, exempted

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from the ‘* exchange compensation *’ surtax of 15 per 
cent. ad valorem, coal being the most important from 
the point of view of the United Kingdom. 


The quota system of import control was rapidly ex- 
tended in scope during the first half of the year, and 
now applies to an appreciable part of the imports of 
manufactured goods, as well as to many classes of 
agricultural produce, etc. Since July, however, there 
has been practically no extension of the system, and the 
possibility of superseding the quota system by increased 
Customs duties is understood now to be under 
consideration.

FRENCH PossEssions.—A few minor changes, mostly 
increases, were made in Tunis. In the non-Conven- 
tional part of French West Africa the duties on foreign 
(non-French) cotton tissues were increased in 
December. There were a number of changes, mostly 
increases, in the Tariff of French Indo-China, in which 
territory quota restrictions were imposed in August on 
foreign cotton textiles. Various Tariff changes were 
also made in Syria, the general tendency again being 
in the upward direction. As an example, the duties on 
cotton tissues were increased from 20 to 25 per cent. 
ad valorem in March, and then again increased to 40 
per cent. ad valorem in August. 


*GERMANY.—There were many Tariff changes in 1932, 
some resulting from the conclusion (or lapse) of Com- 
mercial Treaties and some from autonomous measures. 
The treaties with Hungary, Roumania, the U.5S.S.R. 
and Austria resulted in a few Tariff reductions, and the 
lapse of the German-Swiss Treaty in February resulted 
in many increases (the General Tariff duties becoming 
applicable in place of the Conventional duties fixed by 
the Treaty), and although a commercial treaty was 
signed with Switzerland in November the reductions 
resulting from its provisional enforcement were less 
extensive than the increases which resulted from the 
lapse of the earlier Treaty. A “‘ Super’ Tariff was 
introduced in March and applied to certain Canadian 
and Polish goods, but its application to Canadian goods 
was suspended in June. A provisional agreement was 
concluded with Canada late on in the year, and Cana- 
dian goods now enjoy “* conventional °’ Tariff treatment 
in Germany (as also do Australian goods since August). 

Among the most important Tariff changes introduced 
by autonomous measures were those increasing the 
duties on butter, timber and wooden wares, cereals, salt 
herrings (on which the duty was trebled in September), 
and a long list of goods, including cotton yarns, most 
wool piece-goods, clothing, sewing machines, ete., 
covered by an Order of August. 

The turnover tax was applied in February to imported 
goods, the general rate of the tax being 2 per cent. of 
the duty paid value. 


In March the ‘‘ import bond ’’ system was amended. 
The system no ionger applies to pigs, pigmeat and ham, 
and, under the new system, in the case of cereals and 
pulse, the bonds may only be used for the import, duty 
free or at a reduced rate, of the same quantity of the 
same goods (as exported). In the case of milling pro- 
ducts and malt the bonds are given in respect of the 
quantities of grain or pulse used in the manufacture 
of the exported products. 


Export duties on certain used machines were imposed 
in March, and revised in May. 


*GREECE.—The ‘‘ Maximum ’’ rates of the Tariff 
were increased tenfold by a Law of December 31, 1932, 
with retrospective effect to November 27. This did 
not, of course, affect the duties on goods from the 
United Kingdom and other countries enjoying most- 
favoured-nation treatment in Greece. 

In May the rate for the conversion of gold drachme, 


in which the Customs duties are expressed, to paper 
drachme, in which the duties are paid, was increased

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from 15 to 22 for luxury goods and to 20 for other 
goods except those of prime necessity. In December 
the rate of 22 paper drachme was increased to 25 and 
30 paper drachmsa for each gold drachma for various 
classes of luxury articles, and certain articles were 
classed as luxury goods, for Tariff purposes, for the 
first time. 


A few minor Tariff modifications were made in the 
course of the year. 


In May a system of import restrictions was insti- 
tuted, quotas being fixed for the total imports of a 
large number of articles for the six months from 
May 15 to November 15. The quotas for the period 
from November 16 to February 15, 1933, are on the 
same. scale as those which were in force for the pre- 
ceding six months, except in the case of sugar, imports 
of which are only allowed against the export of Greek 
products of equal value. 


*Huncary.—Most of the Tariff changes made result 
from the conclusion, or lapse, of commercial treaties. 
Reductions of duties on various goods (in December, 
1931, and July and August, 1932) resulted from the 
enforcement of treaties with France and Germany, and 
« large number of Tariff increases resulted in July 
from the lapse of the Treaty with Austria, which had 
only been in force for a year. The other Tariff changes 
were of limited scope. As in previous years, several 
Decrees were issued relating to the admission of speci- 
fied goods for industrial use duty free or at reduced 
duties. 


In May the general turnover tax of 3 per cent. ad 
valorem, payable on each transaction, was replaced, 
in the case of textile and rubber goods, by consolidated 
taxes, payable once only. The rates payable on im- 
ported textiles or rubber goods vary, according to the 


nature of the goods, from 5 to 20 per cent. ad valorem. 


The general import licence system, which had been 
applied to coal, etc., and goloshes in 1931 was extended 
to cover a very wide range of goods by Orders issued 
in January, March, April, June, July and November. 


*Iraty.—There were a few Tariff increases in 1932, 
some following upon the revision of commercial treaty 
provisions. Light cars, vegetable oils, wines and 
spirits, coke, perfumery and soap were among the 
articles affected. A few Tariff alterations resulted from 
agreements with Spain and Austria (March and April). 
These were mostly reductions, but where, as in the 
case of copper sulphate, the alteration took the form 
of deconventionalisation, the 15 per cent. ad valorem 
surtax became applicable. In June and September 
certain goods were exempted from the 15 per cent. 
ad valorem surtax imposed in 1931. A landing tax on 
coal and other goods imported by sea was imposed in 
January. In April the sales tax was revised, the 
general 24 per cent. rate being superseded by rates 
varying up to 5 per cent., graduated according to the 
class of goods. In September the sales tax was 
specially increased on French goods, following the in- 
crease of the import (turnover) tax in Franee. As 
usual, various Orders were issued in connection with 
the duty-free import of specified goods for manufac- 
ture and re-export. 


Import prohibitions were imposed on various classes 
of goods, but these restrictions do not apply to trade 
from the United Kingdom or other countries in Treaty 
relations with Italy. 


*Latvia.—The duty on salt herrings was increased 
in January, and the duties on many other goods were 
heavily increased in July, when, however, a list was 
published of many goods (including some affected by 
increased duties) which were exempted from the 
import restrictions hitherto in force. These restric-

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tions, which had been applied to many goods in 1981, 
had been extended to cover all goods in February, 
1932, 


LITHUANIA.—TLhe extensive Tariff increases made in 
January, March, October and December, 1931, were 
followed by further increases in August, 1932, the 
latest increases affecting, inter alia, woollen and 
worsted piece-goods, dyed cottons, and motor vehicles. 


NETHERLANDS.—The Excise tax on sugar was in- 
creased in April, and corresponding adjustments were 
made in the import duties on sugared goods. A 
general increase of Customs duties by 30 per cent. was 
under consideration in the autumn, but the Tariff 
revision Measure finally passed in December only 
applied the 30 per cent. increase to a few classes of 
goods, although with retrospective application to 
September 29, 1932. This Measure made various other 
Tariff modifications, including a further increase of the 
Excise duty on sugar and the import duties on sugared 
goods. 


A licensing system, operated on the quota principle, 
was introduced for beef and veal in January, and 
extended to a variety of other goods in subsequent 
months. Among the most important goods affected 
were footwear (February and April), piece-goods of 
wool (February), certain clothing (February), pottery 
and cycle tyres (March), socks and stockings, carpets 
and carpeting (August), and cotton textiles (December). 


In the Netherland East Indies the general 10 per 
cent. surtax of the duties, imposed in 1931, was re- 
placed on January 1, 1932, by one of 20 per cent., 
and in June by one of 50 per cent., certain goods, 
however, being exempt from the increase. (Un- 
bleached or bleached cotton piece-goods are subject 
only to the 20 per cent. surtax.) The Excise duty on 
spirits was increased in April, and an Excise tax was 
imposed on imported or native tobacco products in 
December. 


Norway.—In January a general surtax of 20 per 
cent. was applied to most of the Customs duties, in 
order to secure increased revenue. The 20 per cent. 
was applied to existing duties, i.e., to the combined 
sum of the basic duties and the 50 per cent. surtax 
which had been in force since 1926. A few Tariff 
alterations were made in July, on the occasion of the 
annual Tariff revision, the duties on footwear, gramo- 
phones and wireless apparatus being among those 
increased. 


Potanp.—A few Tariff changes were made at various 
times throughout the year, mostly in the direction of 
increases. In January provision was made for the 
application of lower duties to certain goods (coffee, tea, 
rubber, textiles, fruit, etc.) when imported through 
Polish ports than when imported otherwise. The 
manipulation fee payable on imports and exports was 
increased in January, the general rate on imported 
goods being increased from 10 to 20 per cent. of the 
Customs duty. A new Tariff, to come into force in 
October, 1933, was published towards the end of 1982. 
In general the rates are more highly protective than 
those of the Tariff now in force. 


Various important classes of goods were added to the 
list of goods subject to import licence requirement. 
Most of the additions date from January, 1982; and 
quotas have been arranged for the most important 
classes of United Kingdom goods affected. 


As in previous years, several Orders were issued relat- 
ing to the admission, duty-free or at reduced rates, of 
goods required for industrial purposes. The rates of 
refund granted, on the export of certain goods, in 
respect of duties paid on imported material used for 
making the goods, were also revised.

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*PorTUGAL.—In February an additional tax of 20 per 
cent. of the Customs duties was imposed on imported 
goods except coal and mineral oil, the duty on which 
was increased by 5 per cent., and sugar, the duty on 
which was increased by 10 per cent. The additional 
tax does not apply to tobacco, paper for newsprint, or 
sugar imported into Madeira and the Azores. Under a 
Franco-Portuguese Agreement of July, the 20 per cent. 
surtax on certain French goods was reduced to 5 per 
cent., the new rates applying by virtue of m.f.n. rights 
to similar goods of United Kingdom origin. At the 
same time, a system of import quotas was authorised, 
but no quotas have yet been fixed. 


A new Tariff came into force in *Portuguese Guinea, 
and a new Tariff for *Mozambique is under considera- 
tion. A few Tariff changes were made in *Angola, In 
April a bounty was established on raw cotton grown in 
and exported from Portuguese colonies, the fund for the 
payment thereof to be secured, in part, from a surtax 
of 15 per cent. of the duties on foreign (non-Portu- 
guese) cotton yarns and tissues imported into Angola 
and Mozambique. 


*RouUMANIA.—During the year there were a large 
number of Tariff reductions resulting from agreements 
with Germany (January), France (February) and 
Austria (April), and an Agreement with Italy resulted, 
in September, in increased duties on a few articles 
including cotton plushes and velvets, and a few other 
Tariff changes were made. The valuations on which 
‘luxury ’’ and turnover taxes are assessed, on import, 
were reduced for certain goods in April and August. 
At the end of the year a system of import quota restric- 
tions was introduced and applied to many important 
classes of goods including various textiles, herring, 
motor cycles and some machinery. | 


*Spaine—Only a few Tariff changes were made in 
1932, but important changes were made in March and 
April in the transport tax, the stamp tax and the 
luxury tax. Some modification was made in the 
import restrictions on coir, esparto, etc., and wheat, 
and restrictions were imposed in December on the im- 
portation of newsprint. The export duty on copper ores 
was revised in April. 


SWEDEN.—Many articles regarded as being of a 
‘luxury ’’ character were subjected to increased 
Customs duties in February, and a few further Tariff 
changes were made in July. In May the consumption 
tax (payable also on imports) on petrol and tyres was 
increased. A Law passed in February conferred on two 
Swedish sugar refining concerns the sole right to import 
9 during the period up to the end of February, 


SWITZERLAND.—There were a number of Tariff 
changes during the year, mostly in the direction of 
increased duties. The most lengthy and important list 
of increases was that published in February, following 
the lapse of the German-Swiss Treaty of 1926. Sub- 
sequent agreements with Germany provided for a few 
reductions, but were not so extensive in scope as the 
1926 Treaty. In June special taxes were imposed on 
semi-manufactured and manufactured French goods, 
following the application of increased duties to Swiss 
goods in France under the import turnover tax 
legislation. 


_ During the year Switzerland developed an extensive 
import control system. The first steps in this direction 
were taken in February, and further steps in March, 
June, July, September and December. In some in- 
stances (e.g., motor eveles and wool clothing) the sys- 
tem is one of ‘‘ duty-quotas,’’ in which only a specified 
quantity is allowed to be imported (from the countries

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to which the duty-quota applies) at the Tariff rate of 
duty, excess imports being subjected to heavily in- 
creased duties. In other cases the system is operated 
on the licence system, the necessity for obtaining a 
licence applying to imports from all countries. Coal, 
oil, cereals, sugar, pottery, sewing machines and wool 
plece-goods are among the more important articles sub- 
ject to import licensing requirement. Export duties 
have been imposed on various kinds of used machinery. 


*TuRKEY.—Only a few minor Tariff changes were 
made, but the ‘‘ transaction ’’ tax on imported goods 
was increased from 6 to 10 per cent. ad valorem in 
June. The import restrictions regime introduced in 
November, 1931, remained throughout 1932, the quotas 
being published quarterly. Provision was made, in 
connection with the December quarter quota list, that 
a large number of goods might only be imported against 
exports of specified kinds of Turkish produce, but this 
provision was later withdrawn. In the quotas for the 
first quarter of 1933 provision is made for the division 
of the total quotas for various textiles, paperwares, 
glasswares and iron and steel wares, among the various 
countries of supply, or for the introduction of a com- 
pensation system in respect of the import of such goods. 


*YUGOSLAVIA.-—Only a few Tariff changes were made, 
some being the result of the conclusion or revision of 
commercial treaties or arrangements. In August the 
turnover tax was doubled, and a “ luxury ”’ turnover 
tax of 10 per cent. ad valorem was imposed on specified 
goods. These two taxes apply to imported as well as 
to other goods. 


AMERICA (FOREIGN) 


UnitED StTatrEs.—Only a very few Tariff changes 
proper were made in 1932 (under the “‘ flexible tariff *’ 
provisions), but the Revenue Act of June imposed 4 
number of ‘‘ Excise ’’ taxes, some being applicable both 
to imported goods and to those manufactured or pro- 
duced in America, and some only to imported goods. 
Oil, coal, copper and lumber are among the articles 
in respect of which the tax only applies on importation, 
The applicability of this tax to coal imported from 
Germany and the United Kingdom, in view of the 
treaty position as between these countries and the 
United States, is at present under consideration, 


*ARGENTINA.—F ollowing on the extensive alterations 
decreed during 1931, few changes were made during the 
year under review. In June a Law was enacted con- 
tinuing in force (subject to a few modifications) the 
Decrees promulgated by the Provisional Government 
relative to Customs duties. The modifications consisted 
in the replacing on the free list of certain goods which 
had been made dutiable in 1931, including various kinds 
of machines, water filters, artisans’ tools of iron and 
steel and eggs. The temporary surcharge of 10 per 
cent, ad valorem continued to be levied on these goods. 
This general surtax of 10 per cent. ad valorem was 
extended to apply throughout 1933. Other alterations 
include a reduction by half of the normal Customs duty 
on whisky originating in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland. 


The internal revenue taxes on veterinary and medi- 
cinal specialities, cosmetics, toilet preparations, per- 
fumes, tobacco, matches and petrol were revised and, 
in general, increased. | 


*Brazit.—From the latter part of 1931 a Commission 
has been engaged in preparing an entirely new Customs 
Tariff. The proposals of the Commission covering the 
greater part of the Tariff have already been published 
locally for information and comment, and according to 
the latest information available the revised Tariff is

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expected to be promulgated early in 1933, and to come 
into force three months later. One section of the revised 
Tariff, that relating to motor and other vehicles, a'r- 
craft and ships, was enforced on July 1, last. Apart from 
this there were no alterations of importance during the 
year. 


*CuILE.—In April the duties on a wide range of 
‘‘ luxury *’ goods were increased by 10 per cent. to 
provide funds for a scheme of public works to alleviate 
unemployment. In September two Decrees were pub- 
lished which introduced for the purposes of greater 
clarity a large number of modifications in the Tariff. In 
the great majority of cases no change of duty was made, 
the alteration consisting of an addition to or modifica- 
tion of the nomenclature. An important alteration was, 
however, made in the Tariff treatment of machinery, 
apparatus and parts thereof. 


A Law dealing with currency and the control of 
exchange transactions in Chile provided that import 
duties and other Customs charges were to be paid with 
a surcharge proportionate to the exchange depreciation 
of Chilean currency. 


A Decree-Law of July 5 authorised the President to 
subject the import of certain goods to licence and quota 
restrictions. So far, sugar is the only commodity to 
which the quota system has been applied. 


*COLOMBIA.—The duties on certain iron and steel 
sheets, rivets and screws, and potable spirits were re- 
duced during the year. A sales tax was established on 
motor tyres. 


Cuba.—The duties on motor cars and vegetable oils 
were increased in March, and in August many other 
Tariff increases were enforced, one of these being the 
increase of the duties on cotton piece-goods by 30 per 
cent. Various consumption duties were also increased 
in August. In January, 1932, the Consular invoice fee 
was Increased from 2 to 5 per cent. ad valorem. 


Ecuapor.—Proposals for a general revision of the 
Tariff, in order to secure additional revenue, are under 
consideration. 


GUATEMALA.—The Consular invoice fee was increased 
from 2 to 4 per cent. ad valorem in the early part of 
the year. 


Hayt1.—In September a general surtax of 5 per cent. 
was applied to all Customs duties, and a few other 
Tariff changes were made. 


Mexico.—As usual, various Decrees were issued 
modifying the import and export duties on specified 
articles. For the most part, duties were increased, 
although there were some reductions (including machin- 
ery installations). In July Consular endorsement of 
commercial invoices was made necessary, a fee of 5 per 
cent. ad valorem being charged, but the amount of this 
fee is deducted from the Customs import duty payable 
on arrival of the goods in Mexico. 


PanaMA.—Increased duties were applied to a large 
range of goods in April. 


Peru.—In May the Consular invoice fee was in- 
creased from 5 to 5 per cent. ad valorem, and in August 
the duties on woollen and worsted piece-goods were 
increased. 


*SaLvapor.—Various minor Tariff changes were 
made during 1932, most of them representing increases 
of duty. In April the Consular invoice fee was increased 
from 5 to 6 per cent. ad valorem. 


*Urueuay.—Various increases of duties (on hard- 
ware, etc.) were enforced in April, and a few other Tariff 
changes were made in other months. A Bill was intro- 
duced in September to establish a system of differential 
Tariffs, with favoured treatment of goods from coun- 
tries whose trade balance is favourable to Uruguay.

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VENEZUELA.—Important changes were made in 
March in the duties on various classes of textiles, the 
duties on cotton tissues and on wool tissues being in- 
creased. Other minor Tariff changes were made in 
later months. 


ASIA (FOREIGN) 


Cuina.—The duties on sugar were revised in April, 
and a series of Tariff increases came into force in 
August. Silks, pile fabrics, clothing, and alcoholic 
beverages were then subjected to increased duties, and 
the duty on articles not specified in the Chinese Tariff 
was raised from 124 to 15 per cent. ad valorem. As 
from September, goods were required to be accom- 
panied by Consular invoices (for which a fixed fee is 
charged), but the regulations were relaxed in so far that 
goods shipped, without such invoices, up to the end of 
December, 1933, are to be admitted without payment 
of the fine nominally due for non-production of 
invoices. 


FRENCH INpDo-CHINA.—See under FRANCE, above. 


Traqg.—A few Tariff changes were made during 1982, 
including a provision (April) under which the surtax of 
10 or 20 per cent. of the basic import duties on most 
goods was fixed at 20 per cent, except for certain goods 
specifically exempted from the surtax. A new currency 
was introduced in April. 


*JapAN.—In July all the specific duties of the Tariff 
were increased by 35 per cent., in order to compensate 
for the fall in yen exchange, and the duties on a few 
classes of goods were specially increased in the same 
month. 


NETHERLAND East INpDIES.—See under NETHERLANDS 
above. 


*PrRs1A.—The surcharge on Customs duties was in- 
creased in February and May, and somewhat reduced 
in June, The import quota system has been maintained 
in force. 


PHILIPPINE IsLANDS.—Many modifications in the 
Philippine Islands Tariff are provided for in a measure 
passed by the Islands Legislature in December and 
now awaiting the signature of the Governor-General. 
A few changes, provided for by other measures, are to 
come into force in January, 1933. 


S1am.—A new Tariff came into force in February, the 
duty on articles not specially mentioned in the Tariff 
and not included in the free list being increased from 
15 to 20 per cent. ad valorem. The duty on cotton 
manufactures, iron and steel wares, and machinery 
remained at 5 per cent. ad valorem. 


Syrra.—See under FRANCE above. 


AFRICA (FOREIGN) 


Eeypt.—There were many Tariff changes (mostly 
increases) in the course of 19382. The duties on wheat 
and/or wheat flour were increased in March, July, and 
September; and fairly extensive Tariff changes on other 
goods, including artificial silk goods, hosiery, certain 
footwear, and other manufactured products, were made 
in March, June and December. In many eases, specific 
duties replaced ad valorem duties. In May all imported 
goods were made subject to a surtax of 1 per cent. 
ad valorem. 


Frencu West Arrica.—See under FRANCE above. 


PorRTUGUESE CoLONIES.—See under PortTuGaL above.

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The average of the dollar rates in London in the week 
ended December 3 represented a depreciation in the 
value of the pound sterling of 34-4 per cent. as compared 
with the closing rate on September 19, 1931. Compar- 
ing the same periods, French francs, belgas, Dutch 
florins, reichsmarks, Czechoslovak crowns, and Swiss 
francs represented a depreciation in the value of the 
pound sterling varying from 33-8 to 34°7 per cent., while 
for lire the depreciation was 32:3 per cent. The London 
exchange rates on these eight centres showed a fairly 
strong.movement in favour of sterling during the first 
three weeks of December, but in the last week of the 
month there was, in each case, a slight reaction. The 
dollar exchange rate on November 30 was 38-194, the 
movement during the next ten days being irregular, 
with closing rates ranging from 38°18} on Decem- 
ber 3 to 3°254 on December 10. There was then a 
gradual day-by-day recovery to 3°3344 on December 21, 
but the rate fell slightly during the last days of the 
month, the closing rate on December 31 being 3-323. 


The Buenos Aires exchange rate declined from 44-124 
pence per peso on December 1 to 42:25 on December 21, 
this being also the closing rate on the last day of the 
month. 


Exchange rates in Stockholm, Oslo and Copenhagen 
showed little or no variation during December. Spanish 
pesetas moved approximately with the American dollar 
rate. 


The London rate on Montreal showed an improve- 
ment in the value of the pound in the weeks ended 
December 17 and 24, but an equivalent decline was 
recorded in the last week of the month. Canadian 
funds in New York were at a discount of 14% per cent. 
on December 1, 14% per cent. on December 8, 13,4, 
per cent. on December 15, and 13} per cent. on 
December 22. 


The Japanese ven was quoted at 15;,d. on Novem- 
ber 30, and at 153d. on December 2. After a number 
of small fluctuations during the month, the value fell 
to just under 15d. on December 31. 


The rates quoted for the pound sterling on Decem- 
ber 31 in New York and in all the European countries 


on the gold standard for which figures are shown in | 


the table below were less favourable to the pound than 
the corresponding quotations recorded at the end of 
any month of 1932, except October and November. As 
compared with the closing quotations on December 31, 
1931, sterling showed a depreciation at the end of 
December of nearly 2 per cent. in New York and from 
0-4 to 3 per cent. in the remaining centres. 
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The Stockholm and Oslo rates moved against the 
pound in November and December, but an improve. 
ment in sterling was recorded in those months as com. 
pared with the closing rate on December 31, 1931. The 
Copenhagen exchange movements were in favour of 
sterling during the later months of the year, and, as 
compared with the closing rate a year earlier, the pound 
improved at the end of December by over 6 per cent, 
The Madrid rate moved with the American dollar dur. 
ing the later months of the year, but as compared with 
a year earlier there was, at the end of December, an 
appreciation in sterling relative to Spanish pesetas 
amounting to about 2 per cent. Comparing the same 
periods, sterling depreciated in comparison with the 
Montreal rate by 6:1 per cent. The yen declined fur. 
ther in value during December, and on December 31 the 
rate was lower than at the close of any previous month 
of the year, the appreciation of sterling during the 
year amounting to 63 per cent. 

The movements of the jeading rates of exchange in 
New York in December, calculated in percentages of 
gold parity (relative value of foreign currency to the 
dollar), are given in the following table.

In comparison with the dollar, the rate in New York 
on December 29 showed the lira to have improved by 
0-9 per cent. compared with the rate on December 1, 
while the belga, the Swiss franc and the reichsmark 
showed a fractional improvement, and the French france 
and the Dutch florin a slight loss. 

The pound sterling was quoted at a discount of 3346 
per cent. on December 1 and of 31°9 per cent. on 
December 29. The exchange rates in New York on 
Stockholm, Oslo and Copenhagen showed improvements 
in the value of the crown during the four weeks of 
about 1:8 per cent., 2°0 per cent. and 1-4 per cent., 
respectively. ,

DETAILS OF IMPORTS FROM CHIEF SOURCES 


The import trade from the United Kingdom and 
competing countries in textiles, machinery and mill- 
work, metals, iron and steel goods, hardware, instru. 
ments and apparatus, leather, paints, paper and paste. 
board, stationery, soap, provisions and oilman’s stores, 
liquors, apparel, boots and shoes, chemicals and drugs, 
glass and earthenware, and motor vehicles, tyres, etc., 
is dealt with in detail in the Survey. 


SHIPPING 
MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN NOVEMBER, 1932 


Foreign Trade.—The net tonnage of the vessels that 
arrived at ports of the United Kingdom during 
November, 1932, with cargo for discharge at the port 
of arrival aggregated 5,555,000 tons, a decrease of 
712,000 tons, or 11°4 per cent., as compared with the 
corresponding total for November, 1931. Substantial 
decreases were shown in the arrivals with cargo from 
‘* Northern European (Foreign),’’ ‘‘ Central and 
Eastern Mediterranean Countries,’’ ‘* North America 
—Atlantic Coast ’’ and ‘‘ South America—Atlantic 
Coast.’’ In connection with these large decreases it 
may be noted that the tonnage which arrived with 
cargo from the first-named area in November, 1931, 
was considerably greater than in November of the 
previous year, due to the increased quantities of goods 
exported to this country in anticipation of the imposi- 
tion of duties on manufactured articles, while ship- 
ments of grain from Russian Black Sea ports and from 
the Argentine in November, 1932, were on a much 
smaller scale than in November, 1931. Arrivals with 
cargo from several other trading areas showed moderate 
decreases, but marked increases were recorded in 
respect of ‘‘ North America—Pacific Coast "’ and Aus- 
tralasia, due mainly to increased wheat shipments 
from Canadian Pacific ports and from Australia. With 
regard to the principal nationalities of the vessels con- 
cerned, the British tonnage declined by 475,000 tons, 
or 12 per cent., the German by 101,000 tons, or 40 per 
cent., the French by 61,000 tons, or 36 per cent., and 
the tonnage belonging to the United States by 33,000 
tons, or 11 per cent. An increase of 41,000 tons, or 
14 per cent., was shown in the case of Norwegian 
vessels. About 65 per cent. of the net tonnage of the 
arrivals with cargo was British, in both November, 
1932, and November, 1931. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that arrived at anv 
port without cargo for discharge at that port, recorded 
as arriving in ballast, amounted during the month to 
2,932,000 tons, a decline of 235,000 tons, or 7-4 per 
cent., from the corresponding total for November, 
1931. Most of this decrease was accounted for by a 
reduction of 208,000 tons, or 11 per cent., in the 
British tonnage. The tonnage of German vessels 
decreased by 41,000 tons, or 10 per cent., and that of 
Dutch vessels by 67,000 tons, or 36 per cent., while 
increases of 21,000 tons (22 per cent.) and 48,000 tons 
(287 per cent.) respectively were recorded for Nor- 
wegian and United States vessels. The British pro- 
portion of the net tonnage that arrived in ballast was 
58 per cent. in November, 1932, and 60 per cent. in 
November, 1931. Of the total British tonnage that 
arrived, 32 per cent. was in ballast in both the later 
and the earlier periods. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that departed during 
November, 1932, from ports at which they had loaded 
cargo for abroad aggregated 5,159,000 tons, this total 
being 234,000 tons, or 4°3 per cent., less than that for 
November of the previous year. Decreases were re- 
corded for the majority of the trading areas, the most 
important being in respect of the Irish Free State, the 
Atlantic Coasts of North and South America and 
‘’ East Africa, Persian Gulf, India.’’ Increases, large 











in proportion though small in actual tonnage, were, 
however, shown for ‘‘ South and Central America— 
Pacific Coast ’’ and ‘* West and South Africa.’ 
Except in the case of Norwegian vessels, which in- 
creased by 35,000 tons, or 19 per cent., all the prin- 
cipal nationalities showed decreases, but there was an 
increase of 101,000 tons, or 13 per cent., in the vessels 
of ‘** Other Nationalities,’ chiefly Japanese and 
Swedish. The British tonnage declined by 287,000 tons, 
or 8 per cent., the German by 34,000 tons, or 19 
per cent., and the French by 20,000 tons, or 9 per 
cent. Of the net tonnage that departed with cargo in 
November, 1932, 65 per cent. was British, compared 
with 67 per cent. in November, 1931. 

The net tonnage of the vessels that departed from 
ports at which they had loaded no cargo for abroad, 
recorded as departing in ballast, amounted during the 
month to 3,489,000 tons. a decrease of 288,000 tons, 
or 76 per cent., as compared with a year earlier, 
Large decreases were recorded for British vessels 
(208,000 tons, or 10 per cent.) and for German vessels 
(110,000 tons, or 23 per cent.), while Norwegian and 
United States tonnage increased by 60,000 tons, or 
31 per cent., and 61,000 tons, or 39 per cent., respec- 
tively. The British proportion of the net tonnage that 
departed in ballast was 56 per cent. in November, 
1932, and 57 per cent. in November, 1931. Of the 
total British tonnage that departed, about 37 per cent. 
was in ballast in each year.

MERCHANDISE MARKS (IMPORTED GOODS) 
EXEMPTION DIRECTION (No. 1), 1933 


The Board of Trade announce that, in pursuance of 
the powers conferred upon them by Section 3 of the 
Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, they have given a Direc- 
tion, namely, the Merchandise Marks (Imported 
Goods) Exemption Direction (No. 1), 1933, in regard to 
the Merchandise Marks (Imported Goods) No. 3 Order, 
1952. 


This Order requires imported boots, shoes and 
slippers made of rubber or with rubber soles; rubber 
overshoes, with or without heels; and rubber footholds, 
to bear an indication of origin applied to each article 
by means of letters in relief impressed prior to 
vulcanisation. 


The Direction mentioned above allows goods which 
were imported before July 9, 1932, and are sold or ex- 
posed for sale before January 1, 1934, to be marked in

RELEASE OF IMMOBILISED CREDITS 
IN AUSTRIA 


With reference to the notice in the “‘ B.T.J.’’ of 
November 10 last (page 672) attention is drawn to 
certain points arising in connection with the arrange- 
ments for the release of schilling credits at present 
immobilised in Austria. 


At the time of the Declaration by the Austrian 
National Bank referred to in that notice a com- 
muniqué in general terms was issued by the Bank 

which, though it did not embody the precise details set 
out in the Declaration of the concession made to British 
interests, applied to current trade as well as to past 
transactions. It has now been ascertained that the 
facilities conferred by the communiqué in this respect 
will apply to British subjects. 


A further point that arises is that it has now been 
specifically stated that the 12 per cent. surplus amount 
referred to in paragraph 2 of the Declaration by the 
Austrian National Bank is to be calculated on the 
invoice value of the Austrian goods for export. Para- 
graph 2 of the Declaration is amended to read as 
follows :— 

‘The Austrian National Bank may require that, in the 
case of any such transaction not more than 12 per cent. 
of the invoice value of the Austrian goods for export shall 
be paid to the consignor in Austria by the importing person, 
firm or company at the option of the latter, either in sterling 
or other approved foreign currency, calculated at the official 
rate of the day on which the money is paid, and that such 
surplus amount shall be delivered by the consignor in 
Austria to the Austrian National Bank in accordance with 
the exchange regulations there in force.”’ 


DEATH OF MR. THOMAS WORTHINGTON 


The Department of Overseas Trade regrets to 
announce the death of Mr. Thomas Worthington, 
C.B.E., which occurred at his residence in Blackheath, 
Kent, on January 2. 


Mr. Worthington, who was in his 82nd year, was 
Director of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the 
Board of Trade from 1908 until the absorption of the 
Branch in the Department of Overseas Trade in 1916. 
He subsequently became Commercial Adviser to the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 1917-1918, and was also 
a member of the Pre-War Contracts Committee, 
1916-1918.

SHOTFIRING APPARATUS 


The Secretary for Mines announces that he has made an 
Order amending the Explosives in Coal Mines (Electrical 
Shottiring Apparatus) Order, 1932, the effect of which is 
that, in mines to which Part II. of the Explosives in Coal 
Mines Order of September 1, 1913, applies, shotfiring ap- 
paratus which was lawfully in use on March 31, 1932, may 
continue to be used until November 1, 1933, instead of being 
replaced before January 1, 1933, by apparatus of a type 
approved by the Board of Trade. After November 1, 1933, 
only approved types may be in use. 

The amendment does not affect the requirement in the 
main Order that all new shotfiring apparatus introduced 
into such mines must be of approved type.

CANADA 


PRODUCTION IN 1982 
Gold production in Canada in 1932 will substantially ex- 
ceed the total for 1931 and constitute a new record; this 
increase, states the Royal Bank of Canada in its monthly 
circular, is, perhaps, the outstanding feature in Canadian 
industry. During the first nine months of 1932 the value of 
gold produced reached 46,963,141 dollars, as compared with

40,810,417 dols. in 1931, Ontario’s output being valued at 
34,700,000 dols. and Quebec’s at 6,500,000 dols., both these 
latter totals representing considerable gains over 1931. 
Established mines have expanded their operations, mill 
capacities have been increased, and development work 
pushed forward vigorously. Six new mines have been added 
to the list of shippers—three in Ontario, two in Quebec and 
ene in Manitoba. In the last-named province progress has 
been particularly rapid. British Columbia also reports 
progress, and two gold mines located at widely separated 
points are expected to commence milling operations shortly. 
Prospecting work has been carried on continuously through- 
out the year, and many promising finds are being explored in 
new areas in Quebec, Ontario, Manitoba and British 
Columbia. The prospective development of these fields 
promises continued expansion. 


RapiuM, Copper AND OTHER MINERALS 


Exploration and development work in the Great Bear 
Lake district made rapid progress during the year. A 
plant for the treatment of pitchblende ore and the extraction 
and refining of radium is being erected at Port Hope, 
Ontario, and will be ready for operation early in 1933. This 
is the first plant of its kind to be erected in Canada. 

The production of other metals has been discouraged by 
the low prices prevailing, but copper producers have been 
encouraged by the preferences now accorded their product 
in British markets. Silver prices have been more stable, 
and production has been well maintained. The output of 
nickel, lead and zinc is substantially less than that of last 
year. The tonnage of coal mined in Canada has also fallen off, 
but increased activity is expected with the advent of colder 
weather. Petroleum production has been restricted as a 
result of Government measures in Alberta for the conserva- 
tion of natural gas. The output of natural gas, however, 
has been well sustained. 


AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION 


The volume of agricultural production has been restored 
to more normal levels by abundant grain crops in the 
Prairie Provinces. This year’s wheat harvest of 431 million 
bushels is the fourth largest in the history of Canada. The 
Prairie Provinces produced 411 million bushels. This is 
smaller than the earlier estimate, but threshing returns 
have shown that the yield was less than indicated by the 
general appearance of the crop at harvest time. The gross 
increase amounted to 127 million bushels as compared with 
1931. The yields of coarse grains are also much higher than 
in 1931, but flax shows a decline. 

Prices have fallen to record low levels, and although there 
has been some inclination reported on the part of farmers to 
withhold deliveries in the hope of better prices, wheat has 
moved forward rapidly. The grain is of record quality, 92 
per cent. grading with the contract grades, against 80 per 
cent. last year. Export shipments from Canada have in- 
creased in volume in spite of declining world shipments, due 
to large crops in many of the importing countries. The 
total actually cleared this season now amounts to 95 million 
bushels, against 55 million bushels last year. 

Agricultural conditions in Eastern Canada were favour- 
able, but improvement was not so marked as in the West. 
Grain crops in the Maritime Provinces and Quebec were 
generally better than last year. Returns from Ontario show 
slight declines in several crops, but these were small, and 
largely offset by other gains. Tobacco, from approximately 
the same acreage as last year, yielded a crop estimated at 
40 million lbs. The quality, particularly of the flue-cured, 
is the finest yet grown in Ontario. Exports to Great Britain 
have been increasing as the merits of Canadian-grown 
tobacco are becoming recognised, and growers anticipate 
that the season will show satisfactory returns. Field crops 
in British Columbia were also smaller than in 1931. 

Apples and Potatoes.—The apple crop in the Annapolis 
Valley made excellent progress early in the season, and a 
good crop was anticipated. Severe storms in September, 
however, caused serious damage, and the crop is now placed

at 767,300 barrels, one-half as large as in 1931. New Bruns- 
wick, Quebec and Ontario also report smaller crops. British 
Columbia alone reports an increase, the outturn being 
officially estimated at 4,458,000 boxes, against 3,447,000 
boxes in 1931 and a five-year average of 3,750,000 boxes. 
Shipments overseas commenced early and returns have been 
fair in spite of the large quantities of apples dispatched 
from the United States early in the season. The yield of 
potatoes shows a serious decline, particularly in Ontario 
and Quebec. Considerable quantities are being shipped 
into these provinces from the Maritimes, and prices have 
advanced materially during the past few weeks. 


Live Stock and Dairy Products.—Farmers have had ex- 
cellent pasturage and plenty of feed for their herds. Exports 
of live cattle to England have continued in substantial 
volume and compare favourably with last year’s shipments, 
which were the largest in many years. The restrictions 
against Canadian cattle have now been finally removed, and 
the gradual expansion of this trade is expected. Exports of 
bacon are much larger. Low prices for butter have dis- 
couraged production and the output has fallen off. Renewed 
interest has resulted in cheese-making, and export ship- 
ments of this commodity are again increasing. 


CONSTRUCTION 


According to MacLean’s Building Reports, Limited, con- 
struction contracts awarded in Canada in November revealed 
a slight recovery, the total value being 10,170,400 dollars, 
as compared with 8,875,600 dols. in October and 9,646,500 
dols. in September. November contracts reached the highest 
value since May, when awards totalling 14,186,000 dols. were 
recorded, as compared with the February figure of 14,802,600 
dols., the highest reached during the year. The value of the 
contracts awarded in November, 1931, was 24,642,200 dols. 


For the first eleven months of 1932 the total value of con- 
struction contracts awarded was 128,682,300 dols. Engineer- 
ing contracts led with a total of 54,626,300 dols.; business 
buildings accounted for 38,644,900 dols.; residential, 
27,700,200 dols.; and industrial awards, 7,710,900 dols. The 
eleven months’ total for 1931 was 304,224,700 dols. 


MANUFACTURING OUTPUT 


Manufacturing operations have been generally quiet. The 
iron and steel industry has been operating at less than 20 
per cent. of capacity, and only 265,000 tons of steel ingots 
were produced up to October 31; this is only 45 per cent. of 
the output for the corresponding period of last year. Auto- 
mobile production declined 30 per cent. from 1931. News- 
print production is also smaller. The textile industry has had 
a more satisfactory year, and the production of boots and 
shoes has been slightly larger than last year. 


BUSINESS CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The general business situation in Canada has become more 
stabilised, commodity prices are firmer, security markets are 
more active, and a general feeling of confidence prevails. 
Agriculture continues to present the most difficult situation. 
Promising features in the present economic outlook include 
the healthy condition of bank deposits, the strong technical 
position of Canadian manufacturers and a prosperous gold- 
mining industry. Canada has been fertunate in maintain- 
ing her production and general business activities at present 
levels in view of conditions current in most industrial 
countries. 


CYPRUS 
CROP REPORT FOR MID-DECEMBER 


Wheat sowing is well advanced, and it is expected that the 
area will be normal; the germination of seed has been de- 
layed in areas where the early rains were poor and more 
rain is now required. Barley sowing is practically over; 
the area is up to the average, and germination has been 
satisfactory, but rain is required everywhere. Potatoes are 
a good crop and satisfactory; demand from Egypt and 
Palestine is good. 


Trade in oranges is active; regular shipments are being 
sent to the United Kingdom. Stocks of lemons are limited. 
A fairly good demand continues for pomegranates. Prac- 
tically no stock of aniseed is available.-—Trade Commissioner 
for Cyprus in London.

FOREIGN TRADE IN NOVEMBER, 1932 


The Trade Commissioner for Cyprus in London reports 
that during November last imports and exports were valued 
at £123,321 and £87,455, as compared with the five years’ 
average for November (1927-31) of £145,675 and £112,363, 
respectively. 

During the month under review the value of imports and 
exports increased by £2,734 and £6,698, respectively, as 
compared with November, 1931. Increases in imports were 
chiefly noticeable in beans and peas, + £4,294; raw coffee; 
wheaten flour, + £11,853; and iron and steel manufactures, 
The principal decreases were in barley, — £4,278; cotton 
yarns and goods, — £2,168; leather and leather goods, 
— £2,459; machinery, — £2,961; petrol and _ benzine, 
— £3,381; and timber, — £4,895. 

In exports noteworthy increases appear in asbestos; em- 
broidery and needlework, and pyrites, + £15,314. It is 
perhaps significant that the value of pyrites was well above 
the quingquennial average. There were decreases in the 
exports of animals, — £4,818; carobs, — £5,000; and 
potatoes, — £4,098.

NEW HEBRIDES 
FOREIGN TRADE IN 1931 


The Annual Report on the Social and Economic Progress 
of the People of the New Hebrides, 1931 (H.M. Stationery 
Office, price Is. 3d. net), states that imports in the year 
under review were valued at £79,997, as against £157,541 
and £300,035 respectively in 1930 and 1929. The effect of 
the depression of produce prices and the consequent in- 
ability to pay for imports has been accentuated by the in- 
solvency of some French planters and companies following 
on prolific borrowing for purposes of expansion during the 
days of prosperity which preceded the slump. The result 
is that practically the whole of the French earnings are 
absorbed to pay interest and consequently imports have had 
to be cut down to the barest necessities of life. Accessory 
causes have been the repatriation of large numbers of 
Tonkinese, all potential consumers of imported articles, and 
the financial position of the natives, formerly one of the 
chief markets for ‘‘ trade.’’ 

it must be admitted, however, that one cause of the drop 
in import values has been the reductions in the price of many 
imported articles, due to exchange rates and other economic 
causes. These causes have assisted importations from 
Australia and to some extent from the United Kingdom, 
at the expense of the trade with France and America. Most 
of the importations of both French and British firms are, 
indeed, now from Australia, the chief articles being flour, 
spirits, beer, fine cigarettes, tinned meats and fish, potatoes, 
wines, butter, tinned milk, ships’ biscuits, sugar, rice, 
groceries of all kinds, piece-goods, soaps, onions, haber- 
dashery, clothing, etc. Many of these articles formerly 
came almost exclusively from France. Australian light table 
wines have been becoming increasingly popular, owing to 
both quality and price as compared with the French wines 
habitually imported. 

The values of the chief imports were as follows :—trice, 
£11,254, as against £22,661 in 1930; tobacco, £5,545 
(£5,363); gunny bags, £4,857 (£2,830); wines (ordinaire), 
£4,096 (£4,346); building materials, £3,561 (£6,612); ben- 
zine (petrol), £3,238 (£7,761) ; flour, £2,815 (£6,137) ; tinned 
goods and groceries, £2,720 (£8,362); and kerosene, £2,520 
(£3,600). 


Export TRADE 


Exports during the year under review were valued at 
£122,193, as compared with £250,520 in 1930, and comprised 
principally :—copra, £69,886 (£130,573); cocoa, £31,435 
(£73,444) ; cotton, £9,833 (£26,880) ; coffee, £5,712 (£7,892) ; 
trochas and Burghaus shell, £2,058 (£2,721); and cotton- 
seed, £1,286 (£591). 


NEW ZEALAND 
TRADE AND SHIPPING IN SEPTEMBER, 1932 


Imports and exports during the month under review were 
valued at £2,155,5380 and £1,512,796, as compared with 
£2,134,482 and £1,632,944, respectively, in September, 1931, 
states the Monthly Abstract of Statistics compiled in the 
Census and Statistics Office, Wellington. Imports displayed 
an upward trend in total value for the month, having 
increased by 12:7 per cent. over August and by 1 per cent. 
over September, 1931. For the cumulative period of nine 
months the total is, however, 10-6 per cent. below that for 
the corresponding period of 1931. 

The export trade, however, reached its lowest ebb for the 
year during the month under review, the total value sinking 
to the level of £1,500,000, a figure 41-6 per cent. less than 
that for August and 7-4 per cent. below that recorded for 
September, 1931. For the nine months of the year now 
past exports have been considerably heavier than in the 
corresponding period of 1931, and the total represents an 
advance of 5-2 per cent. over the 1931 figure. 

A feature of the London markets’ reports for the 
Dominion’s produce has been the favourable trend in the 
wool situation. The September-October wool sales opened 
briskly and a firm tone was still evidenced and was main- 
tained to the close, all classes of wool realising an advance 
over the July sales. Unfortunately the same cannot be said 
for the other principal primary products in which New 
Zealand is interested. Owing to the overloading of the 
British market it was impossible to maintain prices at a 
satisfactory level, and the meat market, especially lamb, has 
heen particularly depressed. Dairy produce has fared little 
better. At the beginning of September the outlook was 
hopeful, both butter and cheese displaying an advancing 
tendency. This improvement, however, was short-lived, and

cable advices suggest a downward tendency, with the butter 
market dull and cheese quiet. 


SHIPPING 


Shipping circles became more active during September 
than in August. Cargo conveyed in overseas vessels rose by 
27-9 per cent. and that in coastal vessels by 1-3 per cent. 
Compared with September, 1931, overseas shipping increased 
by 21-1 per cent., but coastal declined by 11 per cent. 
Through the year shipping activity has been generally 
quieter than in 1931, the cumulative figures for nine months 
recording a decline of 1-5 per cent. for overseas ships and of 
11-2 per cent. for coastal vessels as compared with a similar 
period of 1931.

Exports of foodstuffs fell by 1,299 
million frs., of raw materials by 2,505 million frs., and of 
manufactured articles by 6,503 million frs., or 36:7 per cent, 


There was an unfavourable balance of visible exchange 
for the eleven months of 9,137 million frs., as against 11,09) 
million frs. in the corresponding months of 1931. In Novem. 
ber the unfavourable balance amounted to 808 million frs, 
as against 721 million frs. in October and 602 million frs, jy 
September. 


As regards weight, imports in the first eleven months of 
1932 amounted to 43,194,000 tons, as against 53,900,000 tons. 
a decrease of 10,706,000 tons, or 19-9 per cent., and exports 
to 21,472,000 tons, as against 28,030,000 tons, a decrease of 
6,558,000 tons, or 23-4 per cent. Imports of foodstuffs fel] 
by 547,000 tons, of raw materials by 10,061,000 tons, and of 
manufactured articles by 97,000 tons, or 5-1 per cent.

PHILIPPINE ISLANDS 


FOREIGN TRADE CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 
Data given in the *Report on Trade Conditions in the Philip- 


pine Islands combine to show that the market is a cheap one. | 


The Filipinos are generally considered to be of free-spending 
disposition, and the peasantry and other poorer elements of 
the population are often heavily burdened with debt. They 
consequently have little ready money, and when they are in 


funds they are disposed to spend it upon what is attractive 


in appearance rather than durable. 


Like most peoples inhabiting sunny countries, they have 4 
preference for strong colours and gay designs. These tastes 
are fully exploited by dealers and keepers of bazaars (mostly 
Chinese), who sell them cheap articles designed to please the 
eye. There is, of course, a more sophisticated class, such as 
those engaged in professional and clerical occupations, but 
their numbers are still relatively small. 


Export AND Import TRADE 


The chief products of the Islands are the staple foodstuffs, 
maize and rice, and also Manilo hemp, sugarcane, coconuts 
and tobacco, together with maguey, sisal and other fibres; 
some cocoa and coffee and a little rubber. It is these pre 
ducts, in various forms, which constitute the exports of the 
Islands and thus create their purchasing power in foreigt 
trade. It is therefore proper to examine the volume of 
exports, so as to gain some idea of the potential value of the

It will be seen that the foreign trade of the Philippine 
Islands presents an almost classical example of the exchange 
of the natural products of a tropical region for the manufac- 
tured products of the temperate zone; and in practice the 
demand of the Philippines for manufactured goods depends 
upon the amount and price of natural products, such as 
sugar, hemp, copra, etc., which they can dispose of in 


foreign markets. 


BALANCE OF TRADE 


In recent years there has been a balance of “visible ”’ 


exports over ‘‘ visible ” imports from 31 million pesos in 1922 
to 67 million pesos in 1923 down to 35 million pesos in 1926, 
with a sharp rise to 79 million pesos in 1927 and a decline 


each year thereafter to 10 million pesos in 1931. 


The “invisible ’ trade of the Islands is difficult to esti- 
mate. To ‘‘ visible ’’ exports there should probably be added 
a sum representing the expenditure of the American naval 
and military forces, and other items; but the “ invisible ’’ 
imports are more important. They include in the first place 
interest on the bonded debt of the Philippines, a large part

It will be inferred that in times when foreign trade 
flourishes there is, after making necessary deductions, a 
moderate balance in favour of the Philippine Islands, but 
that, as the total ‘‘ visible” foreign trade decreases, the 
surplus available (after satisfying such claims as those of the 
Gold Standard Fund, foreign bondholders and foreign 
traders) for the Islands themselves tends to vanish. World- 
wide conditions in 1932 may bring the Philippines economic 
difficulties from which they have so far been relatively free. 
This does not necessarily mean distress for the mass of the 
inhabitants of the Islands, who can support life simply upon 
such natural products as maize, rice, coconuts and tropical 


fruits; but if there is a falling off in the production of the

staple commodities for export—the sugar, hemp, copra, etc., 
mentioned above—the amount of money available fer wages 
will fall and so will the demand for imported goods such as 
cotton textiles, 


THE DECLINE IN ]MPORTS 


The value of total cotton manufactures imported in 1928 
was 56,272,000 pesos; in 1929 there was a decline to 
53,954,000 pesos; in 1930 a fall to 37,027,000 pesos, which 
was followed by a further decline in 1931 to 32,802,000 pesos. 

Most other imports have fallen, in similar ratios. Indeed, 
in view of the fall in world prices of raw materials, it is 
remarkable that the purchasing power of the Islands has 
been so long sustained. The explanation is to be found in 
the virtual free-trade relations between the Islands and the 
United States, which provide for staple Philippine products 
a sheltered market. It is this favourable position that en- 
ables sugar, copra, hemp, etc., from the Philippines, despite 
a falling price level, to compete successfully in the United 
States with similar commodities produced, even at less cost, 
in other countries. Yet, for the reasons already indicated, 
this advantage is sufficient to moderate but not to neutralise 
the effect of adverse economic conditions; and one is forced 
to the conclusion that the outlook for exporters to the 
Philippine Islands is not at present encouraging. 


TRADE OUTLOOK 


As for the more distant future, it is, of course, impossible 
to predict with any confidence. There is a strong movement 
for independence in the Philippines, and this, if successful, 
might greatly modify trade conditions. The present free 
trade arrangement results in the United States taking about 
four-fifths of the exports from the Philippines and supply- 
ing about two-thirds of their imports. 

Meanwhile the prevailing uncertainty as to the intentions 
of the United States in this matter of independence coupled 
with the fall in world prices of raw materials discourages the 
investment of foreign capital in the Islands, whether for 
the expansion of existing enterprises such as sugar growing 
and milling, or the foundation of new manufacturing 
industries. 

So long as the Philippines remain a dependency of the 
United States there is always a possibility that tariff rates 
may be raised by the Philippine Government, thus increasing 
the protection enjoyed by American goods. 


Unitep KinGpom TRADE WITH THE PHILIPPINES 


Figures given in the Commercial Counsellor’s Report show 


‘ that the United Kingdom share has fallen continuously 


since 1925, both absolutely and relatively to the total of 
imports. On a statistical basis the reasons for this decline 
are clear. In the first place the percentage of United States 
imports has increased, as was to be expected, in view not 
only of the Tariff exemption enjoyed by American goods, but 
also the increasing effort and experience of American traders 
in Oriental countries. This latter factor cannot be assessed, 
but everyone who has watched the progress of trade in these 
regions during the past decade must have been impressed by 
its importance. While the Tariff handicap is considerable, 
it apples equally to all countries; and among them the 
United Kingdom has not been able to maintain its former 























share. The following table shows the percentages of total

These figures indicate that imports from the United King. 
dom have suffered from competition with imports from 
Japan and China; and that countries like Germany and 
Belgium have been able to maintain their position; and this 
is borne out by a detailed examination of Customs returns. 
Further new competitors have gained trade formerly held 
by us, e.g., Czechoslavakia. 

There can be little doubt that the decline in United King- 
dom imports is primarily due to their high price: and it is 
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highly probable that in some cases it is due to the failure 
of United Kingdom manufacturers to adjust their prices 
and qualities to changed markets. It must be admitted that 
this latter criticism is easier to make than to prove; and the 
ex parte statements of importers on such points should not 
be accepted without reserve. No doubt the importers of 
other nationalities make similar criticisms; but the decline 
of British imports shows that there is a solid basis for some, 
if not all, of the complaints regarding British goods. Of 
these, the complaint as to high prices is certainly the best 
founded. Whether this adverse factor is due to a remediable 
fault of the manufacturers or to circumstances beyond their 
control is a question which can be determined only by them- 
selves. Their enquiry cannot be complete, however, unless 
they study the market on the spot, and decide whether they 
can adjust their prices or their product to that market. 
There is no doubt that the British import houses would 
welcome such action by individual manufacturers or by 
groups; and those import houses in the Philippines are a 
valuable asset to British trade which it is desirable to 
maintain and strengthen. 


SWEDEN 
CONDITIONS IN TRADE AND INDUSTRY 


The Swedish Consulate-General in London reports that on 
the whole no great changes in Swedish economic conditions 
have presented themselves during the last few months. The 
increased confidence abroad, together with an unusually 
good harvest at home, contributed towards creating a more 
sanguine outlook for the future and a hope that the worst 
of the depression is now past. Employment in industry 
during the third quarter of the current year was approxi- 
mately unchanged in comparison with the preceding three 
months. The position of the export industries is, however, 
worse than that of the industries working for the home 
market. To a certain extent the latter have been able to 
profit by the currency position in competition with pro- 
ducts from abroad, while foreign trade and currency policies 
have placed obstacles in the way of the sales of Swedish 
export products. 


During September and October export sales in the saw- 
mills industry were livelier under the influence of somewhat 
increased economic optimism. The limited supply of wood 
goods also contributed to the increased demand, and, for 
certain kinds of wood goods, resulted in a rise in prices, 
though inconsiderable. The improvement referred to both 
red wood and white wood, but only in exceptional cases to 
planed goods. At the end of October the total sales 
amounted to 650,000 standards, which somewhat exceeds the 
corresponding figures for the year 1931. The paper pulp 
market has also been somewhat brisker lately. This is true 
particularly of sulphite pulp, of -which considerable 
quantities have been sold. Sales for delivery during next 
year are still relatively inconsiderable, however, which 
appears to be due to the fact that the manufacturers have 
not been willing to accept the present low prices for next 
year’s export. 


No appreciable change took place in the position of the 
Swedish iron industry during the third quarter of the year. 
Difficulties, in the form of Customs and currency restric- 
tions, placed in the way of export sales, were still consider- 
able. In consequence advantage could not be taken of the 
favourable currency position for Swedish exports.

REVISED CUSTOMS TARIFF; INCREASED 
PREFERENCE ON MOTOR VEHICLES, ETC. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Singapore has forwarded to 
the Board of Trade a copy of the Import Tariff at present 
in force in Brunei which, for the convenience of traders, is 
published below. It will be observed that Preferential rates 
of duty are provided for in respect of a number of classes 
of goods. In all such cases (except motor vehicles and motor 
car tyres, tubes and accessories) the preferences were intro- 
duced for the first time as from July 1, 1932. Motor vehicles 
and motor car tyres and accessories were, until recently, 
dutiable at 24 per cent. ad valorem (British Preferential 
Tariff); 5 per cent. ad valorem (General Tariff). The new 
Customs Tariff treatment of these goods, viz., Free (British 
Preferential Tariff) and 20 per cent. ad valorem (General 
Tariff), thus gives effect to a substantial increase in the 
margin of preference.

CUSTOMS TARIFF TREATMENT OF COLONIAL 
RUM 


The Dominions Office have forwarded to the Board of 
Trade a copy of a communication from the Office of the 
High Commissioner for Australia, London, relating to the 
Preferential Tariff treatment of Colonial rum imported into 
Australia. The communication states that the Australian 
Minister in London has received cabled information to the 
effect that direct shipment of rum from the country of pro- 
duction will not be insisted on as a qualification for pre- 
ference. Accordingly, the British Preferential Tariff will 
apply to imports into Australia ex stock matured and 
blended in Great Britain provided the producing country has 
been proclaimed as entitled to preference and the require- 
ments of the Tariff items relating to rum are satisfied. 


CANADA 
TARIFF TREATMENT OF GERMAN GOODS 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has re- 
ceived telegraphic information to the effect that an Order- 
in-Council issued in Canada on December 27 last extends 
the Canadian Intermediate Tariff rates to German goods 
imported into the Dominion during the period January 1 
to March 31, 1933. 


TARIFF CHANGE 


Memorandum No. 598, issued on December 7 by the 
Dominion Department of National Revenue, states that a 
regulation has been made by Order-in-Council, dated Decem- 
ber 3 and effective as from December 10, raising a new 
Tariff item (No. 810) in the Canadian Customs Tariff, pro- 
viding for the free entry under the British Preferential 
Tariff of ladder tapes and braided cords, when imported by 
manufacturers for use exclusively in the manufacture of 
Venetian blinds in their own factories. 


NEW AVERAGE VALUE OF THE POUND 
STERLING FOR DUMPING DUTY PURPOSES 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has 
received cabled information from the Department of 
External Affairs at Ottawa that the ‘‘ average ’’ value of 
the pound sterling for the purposes of dumping duty has 
been fixed at 3°80 dollars effective for Customs entries 
during the period January 1 to January 15, 1933. As the 
pound sterling has (until March 31) been fixed at 4-40 
dollars in connection with the conversion into dollars of 
the ‘‘ fair market value ’’ (see ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of December 29, 
page 927), the ‘‘ dumping ”’ duty on imports from Great 
Britain, Northern Ireland or the Irish Free State will 
amount to 60 cents for every pound value of the invoice, in 
cases where the actual sum to be paid by importers in dollars 
is not known at the time of clearance. Ordinary duties will, 
as heretofore, be levied on the ‘‘ fair market value ’’ con- 
verted at 4-866 dollars = £1. 


TARIFF CLASSIFICATION OF CERTAIN 
SHEETS, PILLOW CASES, ETC. 


With reference to the notice which appeared under the 
above heading in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of November 24 last 
(page 753), it should be noted that Memo. No. 585A issued 
by the Canadian Department of National Revenue on 
December 10 states that, providing that articles enumerated

in Tariff item 540 (b) may be permitted entry thereunder 
when hemmed, hemstitched or embroidered with cotton 
thread, when such articles are embroidered and free entry 
is claimed under Tariff item 540 (b), the embroidering must 
have been done in a country entitled to the benefits of the 
British Preferential Tariff, and not in China, Madeira or 
any other country not enjoying the benefits of the British 
Preferential Tariff. 


Item 540 (b) reads ‘ Articles wholly of flax or hemp, 
such as sheets, pillow cases, table cloths and napkins, towels 
and handkerchiefs, but not to include towels or glass cloths 
of crash or huck, with or without lettering or monograms 
woven in, nor table cloths and napkins of crash with 
coloured borders ’’; and articles falling thereunder are free 
under the British Preferential Tariff and are dutiable at 
30 per cent. ad valorem + 34 cts. per lb. under the Inter- 
mediate Tariff and at 35 per cent. ad valorem + 4 cts. per 
ib. under the General Tariff. 


FEDERATED MALAY STATES 
IMPERIAL: PREFERENCE—CUSTOMS FORMS 


The Board of Trade have received from the Malayan In- 
formation Agency a notice, dated December 28, regarding 
the procedure to be followed in connection with claims for 
Preferential Tariff treatment in the Federated Malay States. 
The text of the notice is as follows :— 


The Malayan Information Agency is now officially in- 
formed that to enable preference to be claimed it will be 
sufficient if the English Form—-Imperial Preference—Certi- 
ficate of Origin D, No. 119 (Sale), in respect of goods 
‘‘grown or produced ” and Form E, No. 120 (Sale), in 
respect of goods “* manufactured ”’ are used. 


These are British Customs forms obtainable in London, 
and full particulars are given in Notice No. 27A, dated 
March, 1932, issued from the Custom House, London, E.C. 
These forms are changed from time to time by the Customs 
authorities in London, but the forms generally in use by 
the Home Customs would be accepted by the Federated 
Malay States Customs Department, together with the 
ordinary trade invoice. 


HONG KONG 


SPECIAL LICENCE FEE ON NON-EMPIRE 
MOTOR VEHICLES 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of Decem- 
ber 8, 1932 (page 822), regarding the Bill introduced into 
the Legislative Council of Hong Kong providing for the 
imposition of a special licence fee of 20 per cent. ad valorem 
on motor vehicles which are not Empire products, the Board 
of Trade have now received a copy of an Ordinance cited 
as the ‘‘ Empire Preference Ordinance, 1932,’’ passed by the 
Legislative Council on October 27, which gives effect to the 
provisions of the Bill. The text of the Ordinance does not 
differ from that of the Bill as published in the “ B.T.J.’’ 
notice above referred to. 


SOUTH-WEST AFRICA 


TAX ON CERTAIN SILVER COINAGE 


Proclamation No. 26, dated September 28, 1932, imposes a 
tax on certain silver coinage imported into the Territory 
from any country other than the Union of South Africa or 
the Bechuanaland Protectorate, subject to similar conditions 
to those in force in the Union of South Africa, particulars of 
which were published in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of September 29 last 
(page 431). 


TANGANYIKA 


IMPORTATION OF DANGEROUS DRUGS 


Ordinance No. 28 of 1932, dated November 18, contains 
an amended hst of drugs the importation of which into, and 
the exportation of which from, the Territory is prohibited 
except under licence.

H.M. Minister at Copenhagen reports, by telegraph, that 
the Finance Committee of both houses of the Danish Par- 
liament have authorised the Finance Minister to insert in 
the additional budget of the current financial year a pro- 
vision extending the authorisation granted to the Minister 
in Section 3, paragraph 2, in the Law of October 15, 1932

of the authorisation is to permit the importation at the 
former rates of duty of all classes of goods ordered at the 
Anglo-Danish Exhibition, provided that they were ordered 
for delivery within the expiration of 1932, and have been or 
will becleared not later than January 31, 1933, in accordance 
with a special import permit issued by the Exchange Office. 
Applications to secure the entry of such goods at the former 
rates of duty must be addressed to the Department of 
Customs and Excise and must be accompanied by the neces- 
sary proofs of the date of order of the goods and, in addi- 
tion, in the case of goods which have already been cleared by 
the Danish Customs, by invoices and Customs receipts. 


FRANCE 
IMPORT OF MOLASSES 


The French ‘ Journal Officiel’’ of December 23 contains 
an Order, dated December 22, providing that the total quan- 
tity of molasses for the preparation of sweetened foods for

INCREASE OF CERTAIN IMPORT AND 
EXCISE DUTIES 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of Decem- 
ber 15 (page 864), in which particulars were given of a 
revised Bill providing for increased import duties on certain 
categories of goods and increased Excise duties on sugar and 
beer, it should be noted that the Bill in question has been 
enacted and is now in force. 
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NORWAY 
EXPORT OF HERRING 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of August 25, 1932 (page 273), H.M. Minister 
at Oslo has forwarded translation of a Royal Resolution of 
December 16 prohibiting the exportation of fresh large 
herring and fresh spring herring until June 1, 1933, unless 
the herring is intended for such exportation by one of the 
fishermen’s organisations, the Large Herring Association 
and the Large Herring and Spring Herring Association 
approved by the Ministry of Commerce. The Resolution 
also prohibits the exportation of salted spring herring and 
salted large herring until January 1, 1934, unless the 
herring is intended for such exportation by one of the 
above-mentioned organisations. The Resolution comes into 
force at once. 


POLAND 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS PROLONGED 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
reports that the restrictions on the importation of certain 
goods into Poland, particulars of which were given in the 
issues of the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ for January 15, 1932 (pages 67-8), 
February 25, 1932 (page 273), and August 18, 1932 
(page 231), have been continued in force until October 10, 
1933. 


DRAWBACK OF CUSTOMS DUTY ON 
HUSKED RICE 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
reports that by a Polish Ministerial Order, dated November 
29, 1932, and effective as from December 16, 1932, the 
Customs duty, paid on imported husked rice, with chaff, 
unpolished, used in the production of (a) husked and 
polished rice; (b) rice flour of all kinds; (c) ground rice; 
and (d) rice powder will be refunded at the rate of 1-68 zlote 
per 100 kilogs. The rate previously in force was 2-80 zlote. 


INCREASED CUSTOMS DUTIES ON COFFEE 
AND COFFEE HUSKS 

A Ministerial Order, dated November 29 and effective as 
from December 14, increases the Customs duty on raw coffee 
and coffee husks [No. 18 (1) of the Polish Customs Tariff] 
from 200 to 320 zlote per 100 kilogs. In the case of such 
goods imported through Polish ports, the duty amounts to 
270 zlote per 100 kilogs., and, if accompanied by a permit 
from the Minister of Finance, to 90 zlote per 100 kilogs. 


SPAIN 
PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period January 1-10, in respect of import and export duties, 
Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or notes 
of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 135-79 per cent. 

(This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
25 per cent., as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of January 2, 
1930, being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques 
drawn on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign 
banks established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, 
however, the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in gold 
currency cheques.) 


BOUNTY ON COCOON SILK 


The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ’’ for December 16 contains an 
Order, dated December 13, providing for the grant of a 
bounty of 75 centimos per kilog. on cocoons of silk imported 
into Spain for spinning during the spinning period of 
1932-33. The bounty is limited to a quantity of 52,000 
kilogs. of cocoons. 


SWITZERLAND 
IMPORT OF POULTRY 


The ‘‘ Recueil des Lois Fédérales ’’ of December 21 con- 
tains an Order, dated December 16 and effective as from 
February 1, 1933, which modifies the Swiss sanitary restric- 
tions on the import of living and dead poultry. It provides, 
inter ala, that dead poultry must be completely plucked 
and drawn, and of first quality. The text of the Order (in 
French) may be seen by persons interested at the Depart- 
ment of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, 
S.W. 1. 
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FURTHER IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The Swiss ‘‘ Zollnachrichten ’’ of December 31, 1932, con- 
tains a Decree and Orders, dated December 23 and effective 
as from January 1, 1933, imposing restrictions on the 
import of certain further goods into Switzerland. 

A licence must be obtained from the Department of 
Public Economy for the importation into Switzerland of 
wireless apparatus (Tariff No. 954a) from all countries, 
The fee chargeable for the issue of the licence is 10 frs, 
per 100 kilogs., with a minimum fee of 2 frs. per licence. 

The following articles may be imported from the countries 
specified below at the normal Tariff rates only if accom. 
panied by a licence obtained from the Department of Public 
Kconomy, viz. :— 

Imports from Belgium and Italy.—Cotton coverings (counter- 
panes, table cloths, etc.), cut and embroidered (ez 
Tariff Nos. 388, 389). 

Imports from Poland.—Cotton, linen, ramie, etc., hosiery 
and knitted wares except gloves, socks and stockings 
(Tariff No. 539). 

Imports from Czechoslovakia.—Joiners’ wares and furniture, 
with mouldings, beadings, etc., other than rough (Tariff 
No. 262). 

Imports from the United States.—Cutlery (Tariff No. 810). 


EXPORT DUTIES 


The Swiss ‘‘ Zollnachrichten ’’ of December 31, 1932, con- 
tains a Decree, dated December 23 and effective as from 
January 1, 1933, imposing an export duty of 800 francs per 
100 kilogs. on used cotton looms and their parts exported 
from Switzerland. 

The ‘ Zollnachrichten ’’ also announces that as from 
January 1 export duties will no longer be imposed on cheese 
exported from Switzerland. 


SYRIA 


STERLING CONVERSION RATE FOR DUTY 
PURPOSES 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘B.T.J.’? of December 31, 1931 (page 847), H.M. 
Consul-General at Beirut reports that Decree No. 165/LR 
of November 24, in force on November 25, withdraws the 
fixed conversion rate for the pound sterling, except that 
the rate is to remain fixed at 500 piastres to the pound in 
respect of goods invoiced in sterling in a country in which 
the pound sterling is not current. 


UNITED STATES OF: AMERICA 


VALUATION OF GOODS FOR CUSTOMS 
PURPOSES 


The Board of Trade have received copy of a Notice of 
Public Hearing, to be held at Washington on January 20, 
1933, by the United States Tariff Commission in connection 
with the investigation being made by the Commission, under 
Section 642 of the Tariff Act, 1930 (Investigation of Methods 
of Valuation), of bases for the valuation of imported mer- 
chandise for the assessment of Customs duties. 

It is understood that the undermentioned four bases of 
valuation will be considered at the Hearing, viz. :— 

(i) The present basis used in the United States ordinarily 
called the ‘‘ foreign value,’’ and defined more specifically in 
Section 402 of the Tariff Act, 1930 (Value). 

(ii) The ‘‘ landed cost,’’ used by foreign countries, which 
is the cost landed at the dock in the importing country and 
includes the foreign price plus transportation and other 
charges to the country of importation. 

(iii) ‘‘ Domestic value,’’? namely, the selling price in the 
United States of the imported article, duty and other 
charges paid as defined in Section 340 of the Tariff Act, 
1930 (Domestic Vaiue—Conversion of Rates). 

(iv) ‘‘ American value,’’ namely, the selling price in the 
United States of the domestic article upon the value of 
which duty is to be assessed. 


EXCISE TAX ON COAL 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of December 29, 1932, H.M. Ambassador at 
Washington reports, by telegraph, that the United States 
Attorney-General has ruled that the Treasury Decision of 
November 19 is invalid for technical reasons, and that 
the question as to whether existing treaties confer exemp- 
tions from taxation on British and German coal should be 
decided by the United States Courts. A Treasury Order 
has, it is understood, been issued re-imposing the tax on 
imported British and German coal.

NETHERLANDS 
PROPOSED LUXURY TAX 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.”? of July 15, 1926 (page 79), the Commercial 
Secretary to H.M. Legation at The Hague reports that an 
amended Bill has now been presented to the Second Chamber 
of the States-General to impose a tax of 10 per cent. on 
certain goods produced in the country and a surtax of 12 per 
cent. ad valorem on certain imported articles. The general 
administrative conditions as laid down in the new Bill are 
substantially the same as those given in the summary pub- 
lished in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ referred to above.

CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN REQUIRED FOR 
GOODS IN RESPECT OF WHICH PREIFER- 
ENTIAL RATES OF DUTY ARE CLAIMED 


With reference to the notices in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of Decem- 
ber 22 (pages 886-894) respecting the Customs Tariff changes 
giving effect to the preferences provided for in the United 
Kingdom-India Trade Agreement and the temporary 
arrangements in regard to the provision of Certificates of 
Origin for goods claiming Preferential Tariff rates, the 
Board of Trade have now received a copy of a Press Com- 
muniqué issued by the Government of India on December 20 
which contains copies of the Certificates of Origin which will 
be required. These Certificates (Forms A and B) are repro- 
duced below. 

It will be observed that Form A contains a note to the 
effect that the expressions ‘‘ United Kingdom” and 
‘* British Colony ’’ have the meanings defined in the Ottawa 
Trade Agreement Rules, 1932. These meanings are defined 
in the explanation of the new sub-section (3A) of Section 3 
of the Indian Tariff Act, 1894 (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of Decem- 
ber 22, 1932 (page 886) ). 

[It should also be noted that Form B, i.e., the Certificate 
of Origin for galvanised iron or steel sheets, requires to be 
countersigned by the Indian Trade Commissioner in London.
